FEmtom journals on the subject, in which he
tukes ground that the proposed measure is en-
tirely in barmony with the Cunstitution, being
fully authorized by the latest amendment to
that instrumeut. Of course Senator Sumner
will be able to proguce a prodigious array of
learned arguments to su his doetrine; but
there are a few persons whe.can be convinced
that a clause of the Conetitution which does
not contain the most distant allusion to suf-
trage grants the power to Congreas which the
Senator claims. Until the Constitation is
amended still further, the power of reguiating
the suffrage must remain where it has resided
heretofore. The Senate is known to be almost
unanimously opposed.to Sumner’'s plan, and it
is doubtful whether another Senator can be
found who will ¥ote with him on the question
he raises. There is not the smallest probabil-
ity of the adoption of such a measure. But in
one particular relating to suffrage, the Nation-
al Constitution could be amended with advan-
tage. The right to preseribe the qualifications
of electors of members of fongress and of the
Electoral College should belong to Congress;
the right to regulate all other elections belongs
naturally to the States and should not be dis-
turbed. The first is wholly a national matter ;
the last concerns the States ouly, and is of no
interest to the General Government, Here
should be the dividing line between National
and State authority on the subject. Thea sov-
ereignty of each should extend to everything
necessary to carry into execution their own
rightiul powers. An amendment of this sort
would have a chance of being considered by
the people; but a propusition like Sumber’s
will not receive serious attention anywhere.”

In its columns of May 30th, same
year, and just prior to the election of
18 8, we find this:

“The Union party has never taken tho
ground that Congress has the power to regu-
late the suffrage in the loyal States, and there.

question of suffrage in all loyal States proper-
ly belongs to the people of those States.”
May 29, 1866, the Oregonian said:

“The Herald impudently lies when it says
Sumuer's proposition to secure suffrage to the
negroes in the late rebellious States had been
agreed upon in caucus. The fact is, bis suf-
frage proposition has been rejected by the Re-
construction Committee, it being agreed that
the question of suffrage should be left to the
States respectively. The members ot Congress
have repudiated the negro suffrage idea at sev-
eral different times during the present session.
The Union party of the United States has re-
pudiated it. That party is not tor negro sufs
frage.”

And on May 30, 1868, a few days
before the election, the editor, inspeak-
ing of the reconstruction on the plan
of negro suffrage, saig:

“Tt was a measure not of choice but of ne-
cesrity, We therefore repeat that the Herald
‘impudently lied" when it assertod that in May,
1868, that Congress ‘was seeking a pretext to
enforee negro suffrage on the South."”

May the 12th, 1866, the Oregonian
33)'5:

“How manifestly dishonest, then, iz it for
Democrats to use the name of President John-
=00 to aid them in securing a politieal vietory,
claiming that he is opprsed to negro suflrage.
The truth is Congress has never declared in fa
vor of giving the ballot to the negro, while
the President has_done so. Even if it were
true that the Radieals were in favor of it
wherein wounld they differ vn this matter from
Mr. Johoson ?”

Is that so, Mr. Oregonian. 1If it is,
then you simply prove that President
Johnson was rizht, and the Union par-
ty then was wrong, and that to-day you
are the convert of “Andy.”

November 23d, 1867, its editor said :

“Congress hesitated long before giving the
blacks suffrage, and only @id it when it was
clear there was no other way to put down the
rebel element.”

Was it pecessary that it should be
made usiversal, and that all Africa
should be directly invited to come here
and vote, in order to put down the reb-
el element ?

Again, from the same column, we
find this :

“Not satisfied with declaring against negro
suffrage here—a measure which nobody ever
declared for—the Enxign now also opposes im-
partial suffrage at the Bouth and thinks “the
negro votiag experiment s ridiculous failure.”

Did the Oregonian declare for unis
versal negro saffrage then? We could
fill our columns with extracts from the
Oregonian showing that, both two and
four years ago, it emphatically denicd
that the Union party favored universal
negro suflrage. Of course we have
misrepresented the Qregoniaa ; but, if
